Festival Orchestra Members Begin to 
Reach Home from Their Un- 
profitable Western Trip.

Mrs. A. Sophia Markee, the prima donna of 
the organization, arrived yesterday morn- 
ing. Some of the orchestra accompanied 
her. There ts not enough of the orchestra 
in Chicago as yet, however, to do much more 
than play the bass notes of the “ Cavalleria 
Rusticana " or the other music with which 
the organization enthralled the hearts of 
music lovers at its initial appearance in the 
Columbia three weeks ago. ‘ 

The traps are still somewhere in Kansas 
and the E flat cornet is as yet sojourning in 
some distant Western city. As for the slide 
trombone and the double bass, nothing has 
been heard since their last telegrams from 
points between Omaha and Denver. 

The grand tour of the orchestra was not a 
success, 

In some places it seems that only eight 
People composed the audience and they were 
captured and charmed by the orchestra by 
mere force of nymbers, At a town in Mis- 
sourl where four people bought tickets the 
manager of the organization had to request 
a few members to go back into the house 
and impersonate an audience to give con- 
fidence to the orchestra. 

At Denver they had a contract, but when 
several hundred miles intervened between 
the’ arganization and that city their trans- 
portation failed. Threats, tears, and en- 
treaty together with the sinister remarks 
of the E flat cornet at length moved a com- 
pany to place a train at the disposal of the 
Players and they reached Denver. 

But it was all over. As splendid a musical 
organization as it was the hard times and 
the election excitement were too much for it 
and the Chicago Festival Orchestra sur- 
rendered. 

Mrs. Markee, who is a Chicagoan and a 
former member of the Amateur Musical 
club, said last evening: 

“I was left the only woman in the party 
at St. Joseph, one woman among thirty-nine 
men. We made Denver on a specia! train 
of the men’s private car and baggage car. 
My compartment was the gentlemen’s smok- 
ing-room, fitted up with a cot, and in which 
_f traveled from midnight until 5:30 next 
‘afternoon to keep the Denver engagement.”’

ABRAHAM SHEPHERD AND WILLARD

Four Men Hold Up: Principal Owners 
in the Derby Clab in Monroe Street, 
Near Western Avenue, and Seize 
the Proceeds of a Day’s Operations 
at the Ideal Park Race Track—Job 
Is Done Neatly and the Highway- 
men Escape. |

Four highwaymen netted $1,446 as the re- 
sult of an attack upon, Abraham Shepherd 
and Willard O. Van Ornum in Monroe street, 
rear Western avenue, last night. The robbed 
men are the principal owners in the Derby 
club, and were on their way home from the 
races at the Ideal Park track. The sum se- 
cured by the holdup men represented the 
results of the day’s ventures at the track 
side. All‘ but"$26 of this was in the posses- 
sion of Mr. Shepherd. 

The robbers evidently had kept close watch 
upon the customs and movements of their 
victims, and when they regarded the time 
ripe to make their haul, they did the job 
with neatness and dispatch. 

It has been the custom of Shepherd and 
Van Ornum on returning each evening from 
the races to bring the day’s proceeds away 
with them. Shepherd lives at No. 921 West 
Monroe street and Van Ornum at No. 1126 
Jackson boulevard. As usual last evening 
they left the Ideal Park raeing train at 
Kinzie street and Western avenue. They 
walked along the latter thoroughfare 
and, turning east into Monroe street, 
continued leisurely in the direction of their 
homes, chatting of the day’s events. 

As they approached a vacant lot near No. 
046 West Monroe street a young man, who 
was first noticed crossing the roadway in 
the direction of the sidewalk, walked up in 
front of them and stopped still. Mr. Shep- 
herd,- seeing that the fellow wore a mask 
over the lower part of his face, also came 
to a standstill. As he did so he felt a hand 
bear down upon his shoulder from behind 
and heard a voice whisper: 

** Keep still or I will kill you.” 

Van Ornum had walked ahead a few feet 
before he became aware that anything was 
going wrong. When he turned he, too, was 
met by two men, but when or where they 
made their appearance he was unable to 
say. One of them struck him on the head 
with the butt end of a revolver, and as he 
stumbled he tripped over a wire enclosing 
the grass plot at the side of the pavement. 
As he lay on the ground the men stooped 
over him, and his vest was torn open. Later, 
when he picked himself up, he found that 
three buttons had been torn from the gar- 

ment, and $25 of his own personal funds was 
gone. 

In the meantime the other two robbers 
had improved their time in. dealing with 
Shepherd. The latter carried the racing 
funds in the inside pocket of his vest, and as 
he realized the danger of losing them he

title of ‘‘ The Astor Hobo,”’ has a rival for 
the name and fame. Another branch of the 
Astor family now has a particular tramp of 
its own. 

All summer Mr. W. Wragegles has been the 
guest on terms oé peculiar intimacy of the 
late William Astor at his handsome, if some- 
what limited, stone mansion in Trinity 
graveyard, Amsterdam avenue and One 
Hundred and Fifty-fifth street. 

The William Astor vault is a peculiar 
structure.-: It overlooks the Hudson River 
near the street, and is located on a steep 
slope, so the roof of the vault is a little be< 
low the level of the path above. To protett 
the roof from water and to make it orna- 
mental a high stone coping is placed about 
the edge of the roof. This is adorned with 
crosses and other material decorations, so 
unless the visitor steps from the path and 
looks over the wide stonework he has no 
idea that quite a spacious platform is hidden 
from view. 

Under this, on the-shelves of the vault be- 
low, lie Mr. Astor and those of his family 
who are dead. : 

The discoverer was Mrs. Mercedes Leigh, 
who spent part of the summer at Audobon 
Park. Early one morning she chanced to 
glance over at the cemetery, and was aston- 
iched to see a ragged man emerge from the 
top of the vault. After reaching cver the 
coping for a little yellow dog, his companion, 
he seated himself, with a bit of mirror and 
comb to smooth his unkept hair. 

The dog gamboled about him. Tramp and 
dog seemed to have passed a pleasant night, 
as both were brisk and lively. After draw- 
ing on his coat the tramp proceeded across 
the cemetery with the dog at his heels. Dogs 
and tramps are not proper visitors according 
to the rules of the cemetery, and how Wrag- 
gles could have entered to discover the best 
spot in the place for sleeping purposes is a 
mystery. 

‘ For several mornings the tramp was seen 
by members of the family leaving the tomb 
at 6 o’clock. He was there until a few days 


, ago, and presumably had made it his abid-

MAY REVIVE VENEZUELAN DISPUTE. 


Legislature of British Guiana Author- 
izes a Railroad in the Tcrri- 
tory Under Dispute Now. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 6.—{Special.}— 
Astonishment fs expressed here in official 
circles at the information received today 
from Demarara that the agreement to re- 
main passive in the Venezuelan matter until 
the pending negotiations between Great 
Britain and the United States relative to 
the boundary dispute are completed has 
been violated. ; 

The Legislature of British Guiana’ has 
authorized the construction of a railroad 
within the territory which Lord Salisbury 


has admitted to be in dispute and on the 


Venezuelan side of the revised Schomburgk 
lines, to reach some of the richest gold mines 
in the territory. :

Said toe Eclipse Anything Ever Seen ig 
the Metropolis... 

Paris, Oct. 6.—{Copyright, 1896, by the As- 
sociated Press.J—The Czar and na ar- 
rived here safely at.

The decorations eclipsed anything ever 
seen in the French capital.

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 6.—[Special.]— 
Never in the history of the State has Con- 
necticut been so completely in the control 
of the Republican party as it is at the 
present time. Even in the days of the re- 
bellion the Democrats held their control ef 
many of the towns of the Nutmeg State, but 
the full returns from yesterday’s elections 
in all but three towns show that in only 
about thirty of the 169 towns of the State 
are there Popocratic officials, and in only 
two, South Norwalk and East Haven, are 
the Popocrats in control. : 

An important question was solved beyond 
doubt by the-elections. Free silver has no 
Sympathy from Connecticut farmers. The 
uTangers of this State have been dissatisfied 
the last three years, but yesterday’s results 
show that they do not see in free silver a 
panacea for their ills. 

Several. incidents in yesterday’s elections 
are notable. The Town of Newton, up the 
Naugatuck Valley, went Republican for the 
first time in its history. The old town has 
been a Democratic stronghold since its in- 
corporation, and this year goes Republican 
by a majority of only 2. The vote isa rebuke 
to free silver, as ex-Senator Michael J. 
Houlihan was the leader of the Popocratic 
forces in the town elections. He has an- 
nounced his adherence to the free silver 
cause and accepted a nomination to Con- 
gress on the free sfilver ticket. 

In Willimantic, where a woman suffrage

POPOCRATIC CANDIDATE SPEAKS TO 
FIVE BIG CROWDS. 


Begins the Day with a Speech at Jef- 
fersonville and He Makes Eleven 
fRefore Retiring to Rest—Vast As- 
semblage Hears Him at the State- 
House and a Larger Crowd Greets 
Him at Court-House Square—His 
Speeches at Points en Route.

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 6.—[{Special.]—Will- 
iam J. Bryan entered the gold Democratic 
convention city today with feelings of 
anxiety. Gov. Matthews and Mayor Tag- 
gart, who had gone to Louisville to meet 
him, saddened his heart with the announce- 
ment that Indianapolis next to New York 
was the strongest sound money Democratic 
center in the country. The Bryan organ 
befe, which has been claiming that free 
silver is sweeping the State, had predicted 
that 100,000 people from outside the city 
would be here. The raliroad records show 
that about 15,000 people were carried, a less 
number than is carried each year on the big 
day of the State fair. 

Several thousand were massed at the 
Union Station when the Bryan train arrived. 
After the procession started up-town and 
got away from this crowd the line of curious 
humanity along the sidewalks was no larger 
than the- usual circus day gathering. EPn- 
thusiasm was lacking to such an extent 
that Mr. Bryan’s reception by the people 
generally was spoken of asa‘ frost.”” Only 
at infrequent intervals along the parade did 
he have excuse for bowing in recognition 
of cheers or even feeble applause. 

One man counted 643 people in Mr. Bryan’s 
Parade. | 

Bryan’s presence here only emphasized the 
fact that he was in a poor town for sympa- 
thy. There was absolutely no decorations 
except at the State-House and at Tomlinson 
Hall. Not over 200 Bryan pictures can be 
counted in Indianapolis. 

Mr. Bryan got off a joke as his carriage 
was passing the sound money Democratic 
headquarters. _The headquarters were 
pointed out to him, and when he turned to 
take a look he broke into a laugh. ) 

e What is it?” asked Mayor Taggart. 

I was laughing to see those three balls— 
that pawnbroker’s sign—right there at the 
entrance to the gold men’s club,” he ex- 
claimed. Then, glancing further, he said:

The en- 
tire town was out, anda multitude estimated 
at 25,000 curious people were in the neigh- 
borhood of the Court-House square. At 0 
o’clock he spoke to 4,000 people packed in 
Tomlinson Hall. 

In all he made five speeches after his ar- 
rival here. In connection with today’s dem- 
onstration it is interesting to recall that 
Horace Greeley spoke to 50,000 people here 
in one day in 1872, and that year the State 
went for Grant witi 22,500 majority. 

At the State-House speech Mr. Bryan said: 

Speaks at the Staite-House. 

‘‘Mr. Chairman, Ladies, and Gentlemen: 
It gives me great pleasure to come to In- 
dianapolis, and when I come I recall my first 
visit to this city. The first great Democrat- 
ic leader whom I ever saw was one of the 
citizens of this State at that time and candi- 
date for the Vice-Presidency, Thomas A, 
Hendricks, and such was my admiration 
for his life and character that my first po- 
litical pilgrimage was made to Indianapolis 
io attend his funeral. Therefore 1 think of 
him when I come to thiscity. I think of the 
principles for which he so heroically con- 
tended. 

‘““T eome today to defend principles which 
are Democratic in the broadest sense of the 
term, because when you come to the funda- 
mental principles of Democracy, they are 
loved and accepted and applied by all, irre- 
spective of party name, who believe in a 
government of the people, by the people, 
and for the people. This city enjoys the 
unique distinction of belng the birthplace 
and the deathbed of a so-called party. My 
friends, I know that I am not obeying the 
Bible injunction, ~ Let the dead bury their 
dead,’ when I speak of this so-called Demo- 
cratic party. I speak of it as I would not 
speak of any bona fide organization of men. 
But this party occupies a peculiar place in 
history. It calls itself the National Demo- 
cratic party when it does not expect to carry 
a single county in the whole Nation. It 
called itself a Democratic party when it was 
organized for the express purpose of electing 
a Republican candidate for President. 

‘‘TIf it was big enough to justify the name 
T would call it a *‘ stupendous fraud,’ but it 
is too small to be called stupendous. I will 
call it a ‘transparent fraud.’ 

‘“‘It was the first political convention ever 
held in this country where the members of 
the convention nominated a ticket that they 
did not expect to vote for, and the first place 
where men have received'a nomination 
and don’t want to be voted for. The minori- 
ty plank in the Chicago platform opposed 
free coinage on the ground that it would in- 
‘terfere with international bimetallism, to- 
ward which, according to the minority plank, 
the efforts of this government should be 
steadily directed, and then when they failed 
to secure! the adoption of that plank they 
assembled in convention here and forgot 
all about international bimetallism.” 


Allusions to W. D. Bynum. 


At Seymour Bryan quoted from a speech 
of W. D. Bynum, Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Gold committee, made in Congress in 
1886, in which he asserted, Mr. Bryen said, 
just what the Popocrats are asserting now 
in support of free silver. 

At Edinburg Mr. Bryan spoke breifiy and 
at Franklin, where several thousand as- 
sembled, he spoke for five minutes, 

A voice: ‘‘ Give it to bynum.”’ 

Mr. Bryan: “If you want to know what 
that distinguished citizen [a voice: ‘ Ex- 
tinguished!’’]J—the gentleman suggests ex- 
tinguished citizen, but I will say distin- 
guished because he has a past, whether he 
has any future or not. If you want to know 
what he said about the gold standard let me 
read from his speeck in favor of silver in 
1836: 

‘** Again, the advocates of gold approach 
us with open hands and smiling counte- 
nances, but I fear with a dagger concealed 
beneath their coats.’ ”’ 

** Ah, ‘ friends, he understood the nature 
of the animal before he began to associate 
wita it. Heis right In his description. The 
gold standard never fought an open figh*. 
It carrics tac knife of the assassin and does 
its work behird the mask ofaburglar. It is 
not an open cnemy, never Was and never 
will be. Now, see how well he under- 
stood them. He said: ‘O, they say, ** We 
want silver; we are bimetallists, but we 
want an honestdollar. Suspend coinage and 
we will drive England, Gérmany, and other 
nations to bimetaliism and taen the price of 
sil, or bullion will appreciate and our dollars 
wiil be wortha a hundred cents.” ’ 

“ That is what he said in 1886. My friends, 
instead of saying now that we will adopt bi- 
metallism and drive other nations to it, he 
says that we will stand by the gold standard 
and allow otuer nativns to drive us away 
from it. 

Speaks at Tomlinson Hall, 

From the balcony of Tomlinson Hall in the 
afternoon Mr. Bryan said: 

‘The gold standard means financial bond- 
age. It means the enslavement of the Amer- 
ican people, and yet the goldbugs would ask 
the soldier for the difference in his pension 
to vote to enslave 70,000,000 of people. My 
friends, if the soldier: looks at the money 
question merely from the standpoint of his 
own interest he must remember that his 
pension is only property, and that if he leg- 
islates the value of the dollar up, while he 
raises the purchasing power of the pension 
he will decrease the value of whatever other 
property he has; and if he finds that he can 
benefit himself by raising the purchasing 
power of his pension he must remember that 
he is condemning his children and his chil- 
dren’s children to the injustice of a gold 
standard.”’ 

After his speech from the balcony of the 
hall Mr. Bryan was escorted to the Grand 
Hotel, where he took dinner. 

As he was about to leave the hotel for 
his evening’s speechmaking he was met by

He was-then taken to the Court-House 
where he was introduced by Mayor Tag- 
gart and made another brief address, This 
was devoted largely to an explanation of 
how the increased volume of money caused 
by bimetallism could be put into circulation. 


Demand for Money. 


Continuing, he said: : 

“You ask how the opening of our mints 
can create a demand for silver. I reply that 
whenever any man can pay his taxes in s'l- 
ver dollars and then can go out and secure 
the silver to convert into silver dollars, that 
moment the demand for money to pay taxes 
creates a demand for silver which can be 
converted into money to pay taxes. More 
than that, that silver is good to pay debts 
with, and the fact that a man can use silver, 
can convert it into coin to pay his debts, 
creates a demand for silver to be converted 
into coin for use in the payment of debts, 
and the fact that a man can use that silver tu 
buy what he wants to buy creates a demand 
for silver to be made into money to be used 
in buying what people have to sell. These, 
my friends, are questions which are so simple 
and so easily understood that one is amazed 
that the advocdtes of the gold standard keep 
raising such questions.”’ 

Sixteen minutes of continuous cheering 
greeted Mr. Bryan as he walked on the 
stage at Tomlinson Hall tonight for his last 
speech of the day. Alonzo McClellan, Presi- 
dent of the Cleveland club, was the Chair- 
man of the meeting, and before introducing 
Mr. Bryan presented to him a cane made 
from the tips of Buffalo horns. Mr. Bryan 
urged Popocratic voters to work for Con- 
gressional and legislative candidates as well 
as the Electoral ticket. The rest of his 
speech covered much the same ground as 
his previous speeches during the afternoon. 
MORNING SPEECHES. 


MAKES SEVEN 


Principal Remarks Made at Jefferson- 
ville, Ind., at an Early Hour. 

Seymour, Ind., Oct. 6.—William Jennings 
Bryan slept on his way through Tennessee 
and Kentucky, and awoke refreshed in 
Louisville early this morning. A commit- 
tee from Indiana, headed by Gov. Claude 
Matthews, took charge of the candidate at 
Nashville last night, and will escort him 
until he leaves the State of Indiana. Among 
the committee were J. Gilbert Shanklin of 
the National committee, and many of the 
lesser lights in Indiana Popocratic politics. 

The train carrying the Bryan party ar- 
rived in Louisville at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing, and Mr. Bryan was taken to the Louis- 
ville Hotel for breakfast by the Indiana 
committee. 

The nominee left Louisville on the 7:30 
train, and addressed the first audience of the 
day at Jeffersonville, twenty minutes later. 
On the platform in Jeffersonville were six- 
teen little girls, dressed in white, and one 
clothed in yellow, typifying the ratio be- 
tween gold and silver, which the Popocratic 
party demands. Mr. Bryan spoke as fol- 
lows: 

** Ladies and Gentlemen: I am informed 
that your city was laid out, platted, by 
Thomas Jefferson. I am always glad to go 
into any community where they have a spe- 
cial interest in the name of Jefferson, be- 
cause we are in this campaign attempting 
to revive the principles of Jefferson and ap- 
piy them to the solutions of the questions of 
today. 

‘‘The names which are applied to us are 
very similar to the names applied to Jeffer- 
son and his followers. They called Jefferson 
an Anarchist and demagogue and a dis- 
turber of the peace, and a maniac. They 
call .us Anarchists and Socialists, and dis- 
turbers of the peace, and ‘lunatics. They 
called the supporters of Jefferson a mob, and 
the followers of Hamilton denied that the 
followers of Jefferson were capable of self- 
government. The people who opposed Jef- 
ferson doubted, honestly I have no doubt, 
whether the people-at-large would ever be 
capable of exercising the right of self-goy- 
ernment. Jefferson had confidence in the 
people, and they had confidence in him. 
{[Applause.] 

‘**T have heard that in.some of the cities 
of Indiana the employers have notified their 
employés that they would not open up bust- 
ness if I was elected. Now, my friends, if 
you will look at the charters granted to those 
corporations you will find that in not a 
single case have the laws of Indiana author- 
ized the organizations of corporations for 
the purpose of running the politics of the 
State. [Applause.] If you will examine the 
powers granted by law you will find there 
is not a single instance where the laws have 
granted to the corporations the right to 
intimidate their employés in any way what- 
ever, and I assert that a: corporation which 
does try to intimidate its e vés has nv 
right to exist in a land like ours.”’ 

Mr. Bryan spoke from a platform near the 
center of the City of New Albany, situated 
in a natural amphitheater, the stand being 
in the center, and the people gathered on 
the hills on each side. There was a good- 
sized audience to greet him, and his speech 
was punctuated with applause and cheer- 
ing. Fifteen white roses were presented by 
‘the lady cierks of the New Albany post- 
office to our next President.’’ Another in- 
teresting feature of the meeting was that 
Mr. Bryan was driven across Silver Creek 
through Silver street, and into Silver Grove, 
where he made his address, 

An enthusiastic crowd greeted Mr. Bryan 
at Sellersburg. When he asked the people 
how many believed in the gold standard com- 
paratively few held up their hands. He 
spoke briefly. 

Scottsburg was the next stop, and herea 
platform had been erected beside the track. 
There was another large crowd, and to it 
Mr. Bryan spoke briefly. 

A” stop of a minute was made at Crothers- 
ville, just long enough to let the people see 
the candidate. Gov. Matthews explained to 
them that in order to gratify the people of 
that place the train had stopped just a mo- 
ment, at the request of Mr. Bryan. Mr. Bryan 
told them that he was glad to see them, but 
did not have time to make a speech. 

Seymour was reached soon after 11 o'clock 
and there was a crowd waiting. Mr. Bryan 
was driven to the city park, where he was 
introduced by ex-Congressman Brown. He 
said in part: 

‘‘T want to call your attention here in 
Indiana to a portion of a message sent to 
Congress by Mr. Harrison when he was 
President in 1890. Let me read you what 
he says about the effect of legislation on 
silver. You will remember that this was 
just after the passage of the Sherman law. 
It was signed by President Harrison, and 
after its passage the price of silver rose to 
$1.21 an ounce. 

‘*On the Ist of December of that year 
President Harrison sent his message to Con- 
gress and in that message you will. find 
these words: ‘ The enlargement of our cur- 
rency by the silver bill undoubtedly gave an 
upward tendency to trade and had a marked 
effect on prices, but this natural and de- 
sirable effect of the silver legislation was 
by many erroneously attributed to the tariff 
account.’ | 

‘My friends, principles do not change 
with each passing year. Men may change, 
but principles remain, and a truth spoken 
six years ago remains truth, aithough the 
man who spoke it may be sorry that he ever 
spoke the truth and may ke determined 
never to do so again.”’ 

The biggest crowd of the meeting was at 
Columbus, where Mr. Bryan spoke from a 
stand in the center of a lot covering an 
area of several blocks. 


SILVER REPUBLICANS ARE TOO LATE 


F. L. Rose’s Nebraska Convention Is 
Outgeneraled. 

Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 6.—Pursuant to the call 
for a free silver Republican mass conven- 
tion issued by F. L. Rose yesterday several 
hundred people got into line this morning 
and held a convention under the call with- 
out the presence or support of Mr. ‘Rose. 
The convention came off at Republican 
county headquarters. Afterwards from 300 
to 500 marching Republicans visited the 
Lincoln Hot®l and ratified the entire nation- 
al and State Republican tickets. They did 
likewise at the Capital and Lindell before 
disbanding. 

The gold standard Republicans thus stole 
Mr. Rose’s thunder and nominated the regu- 
lar ticket as heretofore filed with the Secre- 
tary of State, while Mr. Rose, with a hand- 
ful of chosen silver disciples, mct some- 
where and held a star-chamber mass-meet- 
ing, placing this ticket in nomination:

GOLD HAS NOL APPRECIATED. 

A. J. Warner, Bryan, Altgeld, and other 
silverites contend that the gold dollar 

“ appreciated ” 100 per cent since 1873 

—that is, its purchasing power has doubled. 

They base their contention exclusively on 
the fact that the prices of most commod- 
ities have fallen since 1878, and that the 
price of 6ne of those commodities—silver— 
is just about half what it was. But there 
are some commodities which have fallen 
more than 50 per cent and others that have 
fallen much less. There has been no such 
uniform decline as would have ensued had 
gold ‘appreciated ” 100 per cent, as is 
claimed. s 

The free silverites show themselves either 
poor political economists or dishonest rea- 
soners when they take the price of com- 
modities as a standard. The only true 
standard is the cost of labor. 

If the amount of gold paid for the human 
effort put forth during an hour or a day in- 
creases, then gold has depreciated. If the 
amount paid decreases, then gold has ap- 
preciated. The cost of human labor, and 
not of the things which human labor pro- 
duces, determines the value of gold. 

That more gold or its equivalent is paid for 
an hour’s iabor in this country now than in 
1840 or 1870 cannot be denied. There has 
been a similar advance in Europe, though 
not as marked us here. Although it is con- 
tended that the stoppage of the free coinage 
of silver by all civilized nations has made 
gold “ scarce,” yet all men and women get 
daily more of that “scarce” gold than a 
generation ago. 

The efficiency of the workman has in- 


. creased. Mechanical and other inventions 


have enabled him'to produce per day or hour 
infinitely more than he’ used to. That has 
lowered the price of all his products, wheth- 
er agricultural or manufacturing. To ex- 
pect prices to keep’up when the cost of pro- 
duction is going down is to expect the im- 
possible. , 

The efficiency of the workman being 
greater than it was, he demands higher 
wages. He had been getting them right 
along up to 1893. Since then there has 
been a slight reduction:| The employer has 
found it caused less friction to reduce the 
number of men he had at work than to cut 
the wage scale much. 

If gold had “ appreciated,” at. the average 
rate of 4 per cent a year, as is alleged, or 
had become “ scarce,” there would have 
been no advance in wage scales, The em- 
ployé would have had to remain content 
with the old wages, the purchasing power of 
which had increased. 

The employer would be unable*to pay in 
200-cent dollars the-number of dollars he 
does now. For instance, a plasterer got in 
1860 $1.75 a day. He gets how $3.50. If 
paid his present wages in 200-cent dollars, 
as Altgeld contends, that man would get 
four times as much as he did in 1860. Does 
Warner really believe labor is doing as well 
as that? If so, it is not for the interest of 
labor that there should be a change. 

The yearly yield of gold has increased so 
much that it is nonsense to talk of a 
“scarcity” of that metal. But if the ‘an- 
nual output keeps on growing as it has of 
late years so much may be added to the 
world’s immense stock that the purchasing 
power of that metal may begin to depre- 
ciate still more as measured by human la- 
bor, and the lowering of prices due to the 
increased productivity of human labur may 
be checked somewhat. 

As the reward of labor increases the 
price of the products of labor decreases, 
That is a general law, the workings of 
which cannot affect labor harmfully either 
as producer or consumer. But this law does 
not suit the free silverites. They want to 
see the reward of. labor actually low and 
prices nominally high. 

To accomplish that they propose to go 
from a gold to a silver standard, though 
that change of standards involves a de- 
basement of the currency, a violation of 
billions of contracts, and a wholesale re- 
pudiation of honest debts. 


INSULT TO MR. GOULD AND HIS YACHT 

The flagrant discourtesy shown to Mr, 
Howard Gould by the committee of an 
English yacht racing association which sur- 
reptitiously visited and inspected his yacht 
Niagara calls for an ample apology. Mr. 
Gould expresses the indignity with great 
mildness when he says he has not “* received 
the consideration one gentleman expects 
from another.” He has, in fact, been 
treated with unqualified and uncalled for 
insult, which appears to have become the 
common basis of the treatment of all Amer- 
icans by Englishmen when sporting inter- 
ests are concerned. | 

The committee which examined the Niag- 
ara without a scintilla of right or authority, 
and which officially declared that the speed 
of the yacht was wrongfully accelerated 
by a shifting water ballast, stated as a fact 
what has since been provén to be false, and 
which could have been proven false at the 
time if the committee had informed Mr. 
Gould in advance of their projected visit. 
Without giving him an opportunity to be 
present or to be represented the committee 
made its examination unassisted, placing 
its own suspicious construction on appear- 
ances which had simple explanations, and 
then boldly announced to the world that Mr. 
Gould was winning races by a form of fraud. 

What would have been said of Americans 
if a yachting committee had secretly visited 
the Valkyrie when it was in New York Bay 
and made a declaration of this character, 
untrue and unjustified from any point of

THE LINCOLN-DOUGLAS DEBATE ANNI- 
3 VERSAR 


In view of the fact that today the thirty- 


eighth anniversary of the fifth of the Lin- 
coln-Douglas debates will be celebrated at 
Knox College, Galesburg, Ill., where the 
memorable event occurred, THe TRIBUNE, 
as a reminiscence of the event, reproduces 
in facsimile Tue Press AND TRIBUNE con- 
taining the report of the debate as it ap- 
peared in THe Press anp TRIBUNE of Oct. 
9, 1858, and as it was reported by the Hon. 
Robert R. Hitt, at that time a stenographer, 
and now member of Congress and Chair- 
man of the House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs. 

The group of debates between Mr. Lin- 
coln and Judge Douglas was one of the most 
memorable events in the political history of 
this country, since, apart from the subject 
matter of the great debate and the extraor- 
dinary interest it occasioned throughout 
the country, and although Mr. Lincoln 
was defeated in the Senatorial campaign, 
it served to bring him prominently be- 
fore the people of the United States, 
In a letter to a friend at the time 
he wrote: “It gave me a hearing on the 
great and durable question of the age 
which I would have had in no other way; 
and, though I now sink out of view and 
shall be forgotten, I believe I have made 
some mark which will tell for the cause of 
civil liberty ‘long after I am gone.” Mr. 
Lincoln, however, had builded better than 
he knew. The great debate suddenly 
brought him out from his local environ- 
ment and made him a national figure. His 
ringing utterances on the extension of 
slavery and the stout blows which he had 
dealt to the foremost orator and politician 
in the West of his day made him the chosen 
leader of the people when the Nation was 


‘assailed and the statesman who more than 


any other solved the problem of slavery by 
emancipation and forever removed it from 
the danger of extension, against which he 
had fought so many years. His own words, 
spoken in this city in July, 1858, were 
prophetic: 

I do not pretend that I would not like to go to the 
United States Senate; I make no such hypocritical 
pretense; but I do say to you that in this mighty 
issue it is nothing to you, nothing to the mass of 
the people of the Nation, whether or not Judge 
Douglas or myself shall ever be heard of after this 
night. It may be a trifie to either of us, but in 
connection with this mighty question, upon which 
hang the destinies of the Nation perhaps, it is ab- 
solutely nothing. The cause of civil liberty 
must not be surrendered at the end of one or even 
one hundred defeats. 


The fifth of the debates was held at Knox 
College Oct. 7, 1858, although the facsimile 
of THe PREss AND TRIBUNE bears date of 
Oct. 9, the delay being due partly to the 
slower methods of news communication, 
and probably also to the natural desire of 
both Lincoln and Douglas to revise their 
matter before it appeared in print. Gales- 
burg will make a fitting ceremonial today, 
and on the very spot where Mr. Lincoln 
stood Mr. Chauncey M. Depew will deliver 
the oration of the day. The occasion will 
lend. interest to the reproduction printed 
elsewhere. 


VISIT OF THE CZAR TO PARIS. 

The arrival of the Czar and Czarina at 
Paris appears to have inspired the interest- 
ing report that the Armenian question may 
be settled through the _ intervention of 
France. It is stated in a Londcn dispatch 
that France is to be called upon to formulate 
a workable plan in Turkey and effect de- 
cisive reform—a course of action which has 
been diplomatically impossible for England, 
Austria, or Russia because of the selfish in- 
terests of each of these nations. It is as- 
sumed that France, through lack of national 
interest, is in a position to conduct such a 
project successfully and that the French 
Government would feel so flattered by the 
distinction that it “‘ would be willing to let 
the Egyptian question rest for some time, 
which would be equally satisfactory to En- 
gland and Russia.”’ But Russia, it appears, 
is chiefly interested in the idea of French 
intervention, being assured that with 
France at the helm Russia could continue 
to be the real power behind the throne. 

The doubtful point in the theory is the 
assent of England. It seems improbable 
that Lord Salisbury would willingly con- 
sent toa scheme which would take the Turk- 
ish question entirely out of English hands 
and relegate it to France, the avowed ally 
of Russia. On the other hand, it is known 
that the English people are greatly wrought 
up over the continued massacres of the Ar- 
menians, and this fact might make it possi- 
ble for Russia and France to force Great 
Britain to acquiesce in such a plan to satis- 
fy the clamor of the people. 

Another and totally different construc- 
tion has been placed upop the diplomatic 
significance of the Czar’s Visit to France, 
which is not so reassuring as to Armenia. 
This solution suggests that the Czar, ap- 
prehensive of these recent demonstrations 
by the English people against the present 
situation in Turkey, is to make his visit to 
France an occasion for further cementing 
the bond of union between the two nations 
in order that Russian domination in Turkey 
may be continued with less fear of success- 
ful resistance by the other powers. In this 
connection there is a special omen in the 
historical significance of the date of the 
entry of the Czar and Czarina into Paris. 
Miss Emily Crawford, in her letter from 
Paris to the Associated Press, points out 
the coincidénce in these words: 

The date that coificides with the landing in 
France of Nicholas and Alexandra is the hundred 
and seventh anniversary of the march of the 
market women of Paris on the Palace of Ver- 
sailles to bring back the King, Queen, and their 
children hostages of the revolution. Their 
capture was effected next day, Oct. 6, 1789, on the 
anniversary of which the Czar enters Paris for 
the first time, and with that spectacular show 
which the French are so skilled in arranging. 

The point of the warning is contained in 
the fact that “ Armenians are being mas- 
sacked and exiled in tens of thousands with 


the tacic complicity of France and Russia.” . 


In impressing this Miss Crawford adds the 


solemn thought: 

Despotic monarchs are, humanly speaking, as- 
sured of impunity. The power that shapes the 
ends of nations as of individual men and women 
catches ur such potentates in their posterity and 
often the seemingly innocent are made to pay for 
the guilty as in the case of Louis XVI. and Marie 
Antoinette, ‘This lesson should at the present time 
come home with awesome force to the minds of 
Nicholas and Alexandra and make them tremble 
for themselves and for their infant daughter, the 
darling of their hearts. 


In the case of France the Russian alliance 
is distinctly desirable and there is reason- 
able ground for the enthusiasm with which 
the royal guests are being received. Russia 
would be a restraining influence upon 
France if the latter should get belligerent 


» with Germany or England and would be an 


active ally in case France should finally 
burst through all restraints. At the same

nership therefure is a good one for each na- 
tion, however doubtful the announcements 
_ to interference with Turkish affairs may 


THE VIOLATION OF CONTRACTS. 


The Constitution declares that “ no State 
shall pass any law impairing the obligation 
of contracts.” That provision was inserted 
in order to, make it impossible for any State 
to do in the future what some of them had 
done in the past in the way of violating con- 
tracts for the benefit of clamorous debtors 
without the consent of creditors. 

On various occasions since 1789 State 
Legislatures have endeavored to violate 
that provision. The Supreme Court has 
always stood between those Legislatures 
and the persons whose rights they sought to 
trample on. These occasional spasms of 
dishonesty in the past of the peopie of some 
of the States have been met firmly by the 
Supreme Court, and the citizens of those 
States have been thankful afterwards that 
they were not allowed to have their own 
way. 

It is proposed now by Bryan and Altgeld 
and their followers that the General Gov- 
ernment shall undertake the impairment of 
contracts to an extent untried by any State. 
It is proposed that because the Constitu- 
tion does not say explicitly the General Gov- 
ernment must not enact a law impairing the 
validity of contracts, that it should enact a 
law which would result in the breaking of 
billions of contracts. 

These contracts were made at a time 
when the standard of value was the gold 
dollar of 23 1-5 grains. When a man bor- 
rowed a thousand dollars he got gold value 
dollars, and when he agreed to repay “ one 
thousand dollars” the mutual understand- 
ing-was that gold value dollars were to be 
repaid, 

It is demanded now that Congress and the 
President step in and modify this contract 
so that the debtor may wipe off the slate 
by the payment of a thousand dollars each 
of which is worth only half a dollar. 

The repulsive dishonesty of this demand 
was veiled somewhat at first by the declara- 
tion that all that was desired was a modifi- 
cation of the monetary standard. But the 
Bryanites grew bolder as the campaign pro- 
gressed, and they do not hesitate to avow 
their real purpose now. They state frankly 
that they want to put every debtor in a posi- 
tion where he can avoid paying half his 
debt and yet retain the incumbered prop- 
erty, and that that can be done most easily 
by a change of standards. 

The Constitution says that private prop- 
erty shall not be taken for public use with- 
out just compensation. It was not deemed 
necessary to provide that private property 
should not be taken for private use without 
just compensation. The framers of the 
Constitution did not believe the Federal 
Government would take the property of one 
man and hand it over to another without the 
former receiving an equivalent. 

Yet a political party is demanding vocifer- 
ously now that the General Government shall 
do this very thing. It is asking that where 
a man has borrowed a thousand dollars he 
shall be allowed to keep half that sum as 
his own property forever. Where a person 
has bought land on time and paid for half 
of it he is to be allowed to keep all the land 
on the payment of only half the remainder 
of the purchase money. 

One-half of all the value represented by 
existing credits is to be transferred from 
creditors to debtors. The immorality of 
this proposition does not seem to offend 
Bryan and Altgeld in the least. Robbery 
which can be carried out under color of law 
does not shock them. 


THE CONNECTICUT VICTORY. 

As was to have been expected, the Con- 
necticut farmers have joined the ranks of 
the Maine and Vermont farmers, and ex- 
pressed their dissent to the dishonest policy 
of Bryan, Altgeld, Tillman, et al., in no un- 
certain manner. Though the election was 
only a township one, and the Connecticut 
farmers had not had the inspiration of 
speeches and literature to urge them on, 
they none the less appreciated the impor- 
tance of the election and the fact that the 
people of other States would look to thre re- 
turns as an indication of the outcome in 
November. The Boy Orator had been 
there and had displayed himself in Hartford, . 
New Haven, and other places, and had 
urged the farmers to rise against the pluto- 
crats. They rose on Monday, but not in the 
way Bryan had anticipated. In every 
town where sound money and ‘free silver 
men were on the tickets th@*sound money 
men swept the field. .Only two towns gained 
in Popocratic officials over last year, and 
this was due to Republican squabbles, while 
wore than one hundred showed magnificent 
Republican gains over last year. 

The Popocratie vote was the lightest re- 
corded in Cennecticut since the war, show- 
ing that large numbers of Democrats either 
staid at home or voted the Republican 
ticket. The outcome shows unmistakably 
that Connecticut is for sound money in the 
towns among the farmers as well.as in the 
cities among the business-men, and that the 
Nutmeg State will roll up at least 30,000 
majority for McKinley in November. 


FARMERS AND THEIR TAXES. 

Bryan admits that the prices of the arti- 
cles the farmer buys have fallen and that’ 
they are thus compensated to a certain ex- 
tent for the reduction in price of their wheat 
or cotton. But he follows up that admis- 
sion with the question: “ Haye your taxes 
fallen in twenty years?” His hearers cry 
out “ No,” and than he announces that “ it 
requires more of farm products now than 
formerly to secure the money with which to 
pay taxes,” so that, according to Bryan, 
taxes are much heavier than they were even 
when nominally the same, 

The fallacy of this argument is in the sup- 
pression of the fact that while the wheat 
or cotton grower gets less for those products 
than he did in 1866 he not only raises more 
to the acre but the labor cost of the greater 
product is less than half that of the smaller 
product. 

Thus, for instance, the average yield of 
wheat to the acre in 1866 was a trifle under 
ten bushels. In 1895 it was thirteen and 
seven-tenths bushels. Here is a gain of 37 
per cent in productivity. With more intelli- 
gent farming the soil. returns a heavier 
yield. The farmer gets more corn, tobacco, 
and cotton to the acre than he used to. 

The decline in the labor cost of agricult- 
ural products due to the introduction and 
constant improvement of agricultural ma- 
chinery is notorious. On an Illinois farm 
with the assistance of machinery one farm- 
er can take ¢are of a farm which thirty 
years ago called for the labor of about six 
men. 

The shoe manufacturer and the cloth- 
maker have to sell more pairs of shoes and 
more yards of cloth than they did a few 
years ago to get the money with which to 
pay their taxes, for shoes and cloth sell for 
much less than they did formerly. But they 
do not complain, for they recognize the fact

When a fall takes place in the cost of producing 


commonly 

ctmsequently increased. The value paid by con-. 
tributors remains the same, and it is by values and 
not by quantities that the weight of taxation is to 
be measured. If through improvements in aeri- 
culture, machinery, or any other cause, two quar 
ters of wheat or two yards of cloth were pro- 
duced with the same expenditure of capital and 
labor that is now required to produce one quar~ 
ter or one yard, it would be no hardship to give 
double the quantity of wheat or cloth in payment 
of taxes. 

So if the farmer has to dispose of more 
farm produce than he did ten or twenty 
years ago in order to pay his taxes he must 
not conclude that he is taxed more heavily 
now than then. It is because of this re- 


duced cost of production that farmers as a 
class have not been affected by the fall in 


price of so many of their products. In the 


case of wheat part of the fall in price is due’ 


to overproduction and the competition of 
rivals whoean produce more cheaply. But 


in the case of many other important prod- | 


ucts the lower prices are fully offset, and 
often more than offset, by the reduced cost 
of production of the articles which they 
have to buy, the majority having fallen 
more than agricultural products have. So 
there they are heavy gainers.

POLICE QUELL CLASH OP WORKMEN. 


Claims of Rival Wrecking Firms Em- 


ployed by a Railroad Company 
wil Be Settled in Court. 


A squad of eight policemen was necessary 
to preserve peace on property of the Illinois 
Central railway yesterday afternoon.

‘TWO KOERNERS IN A NET. 


PITTSBURG CREDITORS FIND THEIR 
CHICAGO LOCATION BY ACCIDENT. 


Brothers hve’ sions te Open a Dry 
Goods Store at No. 488 Milwaukee 
Avenue as Hirsch & Stein When De- 
tectives Interrupt the Project—Men 
from the East Say They Sneaked 
the Stocks Away Without Paying 
for Them—A Lively Chase. | , 


There was a lively foot race between four 

detectives and a badly scared Hebrew in 
Milwaukee avenue, near Chicago avepue, 
yesterday afternoon. The fugitive might 
still be fleeing had not one of the officers 
fired two shots from his revolver. The 
shots were not aimed at the fugitive, nor 
did the officer expect ot hit him, but they 
resulted in his capture just the same, for 
‘two other officers rushed out of the West 
Chicago Avenue Police Station when they 
heard the shots, assisted thelr comrades, and 
thus was the object of the firing accom- 
plished, 
. The four detectives proved to be Shaugh- 
nessy, Harding, Minier, and Leyden of 
Maxwell street. They took their prisoner 
to that station and locked him up with his 
brother. Then came the explanation of the 
foot race. 

Last Saturday two men rented a vacant 
storé-room at No. 488 Milwaukee avenue 
and began to put in a stock of dry goods. 
On Monday they put up a sign on which the 
firm name appeared to be ‘Hirsch & 
Stein.” Yesterday one of the partners went 
down-town to get fixtures. The other rer

The interest of the detectives in the case 
was enlisted through the arrival of a Mr. 
Feinberg and a Mr. Rosenthal from Pitts- 


burg yesterday morning with information. 


that two brothers, Michael and Morris Koer- 
ner, had slipped away from the Smoky City 
with $8,000 worth of unpaid-for dry goods. 

Rosenthal and Feinberg applied to the 
Maxwell street police for aid, owing to the 
familiarity of the officers of that station 
with the Hebrew commercial element. The 
four detectives were at once sent out on a 
scout, and fortune favored them from the 
very outset. é 

The party walked along Halsted street in- 
tending to divide up at Harrison street and 
search that district for the Koerners, but 
just south of Harrison street by a queer ac- 
cident the men from Pittsburg met 
Michael Koerner face to face walking along 
Halsted street. It wae a case of six to one, 
and the prisoner went meekly to the police 
station. 

On his person were found papers through 
which the number of the Milwaukee avenue 
store was disclosed, and the entire party then 
started to capture the other brother. 

Morris Koerner was on a ladder painting 
the sash of the store window when the de- 
teetives came in sight. He readily recog- 
nized the men from Pittsburg and lost 
no time in taking to his heels. The officers 
gave chase,‘as already related, and both 
et rae were soon behind the station-house

CHARGE FRAUD IN A LOAN UNION. 


Two Members of the “ International” 
Ask That a Receiver Be Appoint- 
ed for the Concern. 


Thomas J. Keegan and Margaret Mc- 
Gonigie have filed bills in the Circuit Court 
asking that a receiver be appointed for 
the International Building and Loan Invest- 
ment Union. Keegan is a stockholder in the 
concern by transfer and Margaret McGonigle 
is an original stockholder. 

The corporation was organized in 1887 
with an authorized capital of $7,000,000. The 
complainants say they have paid all the 
amounts due on their stock, which was to 
mature in six years. The stock of Keegan, 
he declares, matured June 1, and that of Mrs. 
McGonigle Aug. 1. 

Then the bill charges that between June, 
1890, and June, 1806, upwards of $100,000 of 
the funds of the concern have been mis- 
appropriated by the officers, on account of 
which fact it is declared the institution did 
not pay the complainant’s shares at matu- 
rity. The indebtedness for matured stock 
of the corporation is placed at $25,000 at 
the present time. 

It is also recited that upwards of $200,000 
has been paid out to holderp of alleged 
matured stock for the purpose of enabling 
such holders to withdraw before they were 
entitled to.

POOL ROOMS WIDE OPEN. | 


THREE GAMBLING RESORTS OUT FOR 
BUSINESS NEAR CHICAGO. 


Columbia Heights Joins Harlem and 
Le Moyne in Giving Racing Sports 
a Chance to Lose Money— 
James O'Leary and a Son of Ed Cor- 
rigan Start the New Place with a 
Spirited Dash—Peters Ready to Raid 
Cook County Rooms. 


Three pool rooms, two of them in Cook 
County and one just over the south county 
line, were run wide open yesterday and 500 
people from Chicago patronized them. Two 
of the establishments were at Harlem and 
Le Moyne, The third was opened yesterday 
afternoon at Columbia Heights, thirty miles 
south of Chicago. : 

James O'Leary and a son of Ed Corrigan 
ere the proprietors of the Columbia Heights 
poolgoom. The formal opening of the room 
was advertised cn the score cards to come 
off at 2 o’clock yesteiday, and the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois railroad, which runs 
through Columbia Heights, ran an excur- 
sion train to carry the gamblers out there. 
The excursion and the regular trains to- 
gether carried about 300 people. 

The pool room at Cclumbia Heights is lo- 
cated opposite the only hotel in the place 
and the principal saloon in a large brick 
block. Carpenters have been at work on the 
interior for several days, and the room was 
arranged to handle the racing returns anda 
vig crowd of gamblers at the same time. 

Yesterday results were received from the 
Ideal Park races, in which James O'Leary, 
one of the proprietors of the pool room, is 
supposed to be interested. Touts who had 
done duty at Harlem had been imported for 
the opening, and before the racing was over 
a large sum of money had changed hands, 
principally into the hands of the proprietors. 

The majority of the residents of Columbia 
Heights are said not to be opposed to the 
pool room. They regard it as a good way 
to bring money into the town and to get it 
in circulation. One real estate firm expects 
ta dispose of a good many lots for kindred 
purposes if the pool room is allowed to run. 

The pool room at Columbia Heights yes- 
terday attracted the “élite’”’ of the gam- 
bling fraternity, who have been going to Har- 
lcm and Le Moyne. As a consequence but 
little money was put up at the two resorts 
im Cook County, and that mostly in small 
sums. Those who went to Harlem especial- 
ly were much more “ seedy ”’ looking than 
ihe average of pool room gamblers. The 
Harlem. establishment was run with little 
attempt at secrecy, and there was no offer 
on Bh part of the avthorities to interfere 

‘ith it. . 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Peters said that 
he had no knowledge that a pool room was 
again running wide open at Harlem. He 
would investigate the report, he,said, and if 
he found it to be true he would raid it again. 

Mr. Peters said it was his intention to 
close the place permanently.

Pinero never has written for jaded intel- 
lects.

The pleasure, which he doubtless 
has wished to share with those who follow 
his stories; is of a sterner sort. Perhaps 
it is of a more elevated character, but that 
suggests a moot point. Only this is known: 
the general public for the most part is too 
careful for its nerves to desire much of this 
grim sort of enjoyment. So it is that Pinero 
and others of his cult—worthy men, students 
and artists, all of them—have but a narrow 
circle of admirers; and all other theater- 
goers unite in denouncing them for casting 
this sable shadow over the fair field in which 
they hitherto have found simple, childlike 
delight. 

“The Benefit of the Doubt,’ which the 
Empire Theater company of New York 
played last evening at Hooley’s, is only an- 
other instance of the Pinero endeavor. Like 
“The Second Mrs. Tangqueray ” ard “ The 
Notorious Mrs. Ebbsmith,” it is filled with 
social questions that have at one time or an- 
other suggested themselves to the most 
opaque intelligences. Out of consideration 
for the Grundys and their delicate nerves 
the dramatist has approached his subject 
more circumspectly than he has been wont:

WISCONSIN “FRATS” ARE INDIGNANT 


University Faculty to Scrutinize Their 
Social Affairs Closely. 

Madison, Wis., Oct. 6.—[{Special.]—Greek 
letter societies of the University of Wiscon- 
sin are all wrought up over.the action of 
the faculty in imposing rigid rules for the 
government of their social life and conduct. 
President C. K. Adams met several repre- 
sentatives from each fraternity and society 
in the university this afternoon and gave 
them to understand that the institution of 
which he is Presidént will hereafter look 
more closely after secret societies existing 
among the student body. 
societies, together with the occupants of 
Women’ Hall, must appoint a house commit- 
tee of from three to seven members who will 
have: general supervision of the social life 
and conduct of their respective societies. 
These house committees will be held ac- 
countable to the faculty for the acts of their 
charges and will be required to make period- 
ical reports to the President and a special 


committee of the faculty.

The 
Supreme Courts of several States, they say, 
have passed on this question and have in- 
variably held that a university faculty has 
no legal ground for such action.

CHRIS VON DER AHE’S DAY OF SET- 
TLEMENT ARRIVES. 


National Board Decides the St. Louts 
Magnate Has Violated a Cardinal 
Rule in Regard to Salaries and Ex- 
penses and Will Seize His Charter— 

' Move Not Unexpected by Those on 
the Inside—Probably the Cleveland 
Club Will Be Transferred. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 6.—[Special.}— 
Chris Von der Ahe’s career a5 & baseball 
magnate is likely to be terminated, as a re- 
sult of the meeting of the National Board of 
the major league. 

Von der Ahe is indebted to the league 
about $3,000, his proportion of routine ex- 
penses, salaries of umpires, and other as- 
sessments. During the last season Von der 
Ahe’s players have complained of the ir- 
regularity of salary day. When the Browns 
were in Washington last Manager Tommy 
Dowd acknowledged that the players under 
his charge were obliged to put up with many 
inconveniences, because of the failure of 
Von der Ahe to pay salaries twice a month, 

The board will decide to expel Von der Ahe 
from the league on the ground that he was 
unable to pay his debts. The national 


agreement provides that in the event a: 


club is unable to meet its obligations it for- 
feits its franchise. The National Board will 
abide by this law and seize the franchise of 


the St. Louis baseball club. 

Another provision in the agreement is that 
the league will assume the debts of the club 
involved upon the expulsion of its owner. 
This move of the board will occasion no sur- 
prise among those familiar with the affairs 
of Von der Ahe. An Eastern club owner 
recently said to one of his brother magnates: 
“ ‘The National Board is going to give one of 
us an awful turn-down. Chris Von derAhe 
won’t be one of us next season.” 

The forfeiture of Von der Ahe’s franchise 
leaves an opening for a club in St. Louis that 
will prove profitable. The transfer of the 
Cleveland club to the Mound City and the 
shift of the St. Louis team to Cleveland will 
be debated by the league. While the club 
owners are sorry for Von der Ahe, whom they 
look upon as a “ good fellow,” they will be 
pleased to hear that the league receives free 
of charge a franchise worth $50,000. 

St. Louis, with a club that will stand inthe 
first division, would be one of the best paying 
baseball towns in the major league circuit. 
How the league will dispose of this franchise 
has not yet developed, but it will probably 
be sold to the highest bidder.

HANLON INDIGNANT AT THE GOSSIP. 


Temple Cup Series, He Says, Is Not a 
Hippodrome. 

Baltimore, Md., Oct. 6.—{Special.]—Manager 
Hanlon was indignant today over reports cir- 
culated by enemies of the Champions that 
the Temple Cup series this season was a 
hippodrome and that the three straight vic- 
tories for the Baltimores were to be followed 
by a similar number of triumphs for the 
Clevéelands in their town, necessitating a 
seventh game to decide the contest. 

“ People who say such things,” said Han- 
lon, “are either too ignorant or too corrupt 
to know what they aretalkingabout. Base- 
ball history was replete with instances where 
players have sacrificed themselves by play- 
ing the best game they knew how against 
their opponents. The Baltimore club 
knocked out the Cincinnatis-and killed their 
own hopes for the fat receipts from Temple 
Cup games in Cincinnati. Nothing can beat 
the Baltimore club in its present form. 
Nothing can touch them, and if beaten at all 
in Cleveland they will be shut out. 

“If we can make it four straight that will 
be the record, and I think it will be done. 
In 1894 the boys were in the midst of the 
reaction after winning the first event of their 
baseball career. Last year the team jumped 
right from New York, where the pennant 
was won, to Cleveland. This was a’repeti- 
tion of the reactionary effects of the pre- 
vious year, but now the rest has had its ef- 
fect and the Champions are champions over 
every body.”’ 

The team left for Cleveland this evening. 
The players are sore over the small audi- 
ences here. The three games netted about 
$4,500. One game in New York in the 1804 
_cup series cleared $1,500 more than the three 
here this season.

REGISTRATION HUSTLING IS URGED. 


Republicans Asked to See That They 


Are Well Cared For on the Lists. 


Nothing will be left undone by the Repub- 
‘cans of this city to secure a complete reg- 
istration of voters on Oct. 13 and 20. Ata 
full meeting of the Republican County Cen- 
tral committee yesterday afternoon arrange- 
ments were made for the various ward and 
precinct and township organizations to give 
this matter their special and vigilant atten- 
tion. . 

It is expected by party leaders that this 
registration list will be larger than at any 
previous election. In some localities it Is 
thought the additional number of voters will 
be so large that there may be some difficulty 
on election day in getting them all voted. 

The Board of Blection Commissioners 
can make new polling places only in pre- 
cinicts where the vote at the last general 
election was sufficiently in excess of 450 
to warrant a redivision. While it is now 
believed there are a good many precincts 
in which from 5600 to 700 voters will be reg- 
istered for the coming election, under the 
law the board cannot redistrict any of them 
until after the vote has been taken. At the 
present time there are 034 precincts in Chica- 
go. It is predicted that this number will be 
increased probably to as many as 95v. 

While the committee was in session each 
member, as the roll was called, stood up and 
made a report from his ward or township. 
In a great many instances the poll by pre- 
cinct is just being completed, and upon 
these their reports were based. They 
showed a most encouraging condition of 
affairs from a Republican standpoint. The 
committee believes that McKinley will carry 
at least twenty-eight out of the thirty-four 
wards in Chicago. It is not certain as to 
what the Sixth, Highth,- Fifteenth, Eight- 
eenth, Nineteenth, and Twerity-ninth Wards 
will do. However, they are, with certain 
provisionary qualifications, conceded to the 
Popocrats. 

The polls show an unugually large number 
of doubtful voters. As an example, in the 
Second Ward, which is strongly Republiean, 


’ there. are 1,477 men over 21 years old who 


said when the canvassers called upon them 
they did not know just how they would vote. 
The complete poll of this ward gives McKin- 
ley, 5,110; Bryan, 1,190; doubtful, 1,477: 
Palmer, 173; Levering, 23. If all the doubt- 
ful votes should go against McKinley he 
would carry the ward by a clear majority 
of 2,247. 

Another example may be found in the 
Sixth Ward, which is so strongly Democratic 
that it gave Cleveland in 1892 4,189 plurality. 
The indications by the poll are that if the 
Popocrats carry it at all they will do so by 
less than 1,000 plurality. There are 1,700 
doubtful voters in the ward. There are 4,100 
straight Republicans and 4,200 Popocrats.

Mrs. Charlotte Nostrand, 82 years old and 
great-granddaughter of the first settler of 
Brooklyn, began suit today to recover pos- 
session of seventy-four acres of land, now a 
part of Greenwood Cemetery. 

Alexander Hamilton was the original 
champion of the cause of William Adriance 
Bennett, her great-grandfather, who set- 
tled at the head of Gowanas Bay at the close 
of the seventeenth century. He was obliged 
to mortgage his homestead, though not his 
entire estate, to John Vanderbilt; and after 
the mortgage was foreclosed Tunis Bergin, 
a -later settler, bought Vanderbilt’s claim 
and secured the entire Bennett patent ina 
manner that at the time was regarded as ir- 
regular. Suit was instituted at once for the 
heirs by Alexander Hamilton in the year 
1801, and tried Aug. 20, 1802, before Chan- 
cellor Lanning and a jury, resulting in a 
verdict fer the Bennetts. 

Bergin brought an appeal, but before a de- 
cision was rendered Hamilton fell before 
Aaron Burr’s pistol and the suit was allowed 
to lapse for want of funds to engage other 
counsel. The estate was finally given up 
as lost to the family. The complaint makes 
claims for seventy-four acres of the original 
patent, which it is claimed the Vanderbilt 
mortgage did not cover, and the original 
minutes and points on appeal in the hand- 
writing of Hamilton will be used in the trial.

The United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals yesterday heard the argument ina

Thirty-five years ago the government do- 
nated tracts of land to the States of lowa 
and Minnesota, which were donated by the 
States to the Minnegeta Central, the Hast- 
ings and Dakota, the Southern Minnesota, 
and the McGregor and Mississippi River 
railroads. In 1878 Congress enacted a law 
compelling aH land grant railroads to make 
annual reports to the government. 

The four roads named had been absorbed 
by the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paui 
road, and a report was called for. It was 
refused, 

Suit was brought andthe road insisted 
that the act related only to such lands as 
were granted directly by the United States 
as a subsidy, while the lands at issue were

BEGINS WORK IN ILLINOIS. 


Sickles, Sigel, Alger, Howard, Milhol- 
land, Stewart, and the Two Tanners 
Start from East St. Louis Today for 
a Town-to-Town Campaign for Mc- 
Kinley and Hobart—They Carry 
Aleng a Cannon That Will Be Fired 
at Intervals Day and Night. 


With sun up this morning at East St. 
Louis, an old twelve-pound Napoleon can- 
non will send out its voice for the campaign 
of protecfion, sound money, and prosperity 
at intervals of five minutes, and for four 
days while it is journeying by rail toward 
Chicago it will burn enough powder to do in 
a good-sized battle. It is planned that every 
third mile of the trip will hear the sound of 
that cannon at least once, not to speak of 
the extra salutes made at stops in towns 
and cities and the jubilee volleys at the big 
rallies by day and night.

POLICE AND HOSPITAL PROGRAMS. 


Will Be Only Temporarily 
Closed to Navigation. 

Chief of Police Badenoch has completed his 
plans for handling the crowds in the down- 
town district on Chicago day during the 
progress of the big procession. All bridges 
leading from the North and West Sides will 
be guarded by the police, and no vehicle of 
any kind excepting the money wagons of 
the express companies, fire apparatus, and 
United States mail wagons will be permitted 
to enter the district bounded by the lake, 
Van Buren street, and the river after 8:30 
in the morning until the processiog has dis- 
banded. 

Temporary hospitals, in charge of Health 
Department physicians, will be in operation 
at Battery D, Central Station, City liall, 
and Harrison Street Police Stations. Two 
police ambulances will be stationed at each 
of these temporary hospitals to answer calls 
from injured persons and others needing 
medical attention. 

Referring to the alleged complaint of ma- 

rine men, who protested because the bridges 
were to be closed all day, Chief Badenoch 
said: 
‘The bridges will be opened for the 
passage of boats inthe river the same as 
usual on Chicago day. Of course they will 
necessarily be closed while the North and 
West Side divisions of the procession are 
passing down-town. That cannot be helped, 
and I do not believe it will cause any dis- 
satisfaction on the part of marine men.”

SADIE GOFF IS TRAPPED. 


POLICE LEARN THAT SHE AND KATIE 
‘WILSON ARE ONE. 


Large Blonde Wig, Grease Paint, and 
a Gainsborough Hat Cause the 
Transformation That Has Allowed 
the Woman to pe So Frequent- 
ly from the Detectives’ Clatches— 
Noted Character Now Locked Up at 
Harrison Street Station. 


Sadie Goff, a notorious pickpocket; and 
Katie Wilson, a handsome and highly re- 
spected young woman, were arrested by the 
police yesterday on a warrant charging 
Sadie Goff with theft. Sadie was locked up 
in the annex and Miss Wilson was put in the 
iron safe in the office until today, when the 
two are to be arraigned before Justice Un- 


derwood. 

It ts not the usual thing to keep female 
prisoners at Harrison Street in the iron eafe, 
but Miss Wilson was placed there because 
the police found she was a most clever im- 
poster, and they. did not want her to escape 
them. Miss Wilson consists principally of a 
large wig of a fiery hue, a quantity of grease 
paints, and a Gainsborough hat. While Miss 
Wilson would not be regarded by most peo- 
ple as a very dangerous person, yet she has 
been the means of saving Sadie Goff from 
arrest for several months. For Sadie Goff 
is a creole with coal black hair, with curling 
tendencies. She readily is recognizable by 
any who have seen her once. But when 
she put om the blonde wig, the grease paints, 
and the Gainsborough hat, and became Miss 
Kate Wilson the police, out with a pocket- 
ful of warrants for Sadie Goff, would have 
clubbed anybédy who would have dared 
point out the nicely dressed, blonde-haired 
woman as a thief. But just the same Miss 
Kate Wilson, the handsome and respectable 
young woman, and Sadie Goff, the notorious 
pickpocket, were one and the same. 


Sadie Goff Is Elusive. 


As Sadie Goff the woman was known asa 
Shrewd thief whom it was next to imposai- 
ble. to convict. Although the police would 
be sure that she had not left town, in fact 
even while reports of her cunning robberies 
continually were going into the police sta- 
tion, she would be as lost to view as if she had 
sank into the earth. 

But all this time Miss Kate Wilson would 
walk calmly by the police with the assur- 
ance of perfect innocence and ignorance of 
guile. Some time the police would encounter 
her coming out of the house where Sadie 
Goff lived. Once they dared question her in 
regard to the whereabouts of the wicked 
Miss Goff, but they were greeted with such 
a burst of indignation that they should dare 
to think that she, Kate Wilson; had any 
dealings with individuals ‘like Sadie Goff, 
that the police were careful afterwards not 
to refer to the subject again. 

But yesterday when Detectives Woolridge 
and Schubert went out with another warrant 
for Sadie Goff they determined that they 
would either arrest her or solve the mystery 
of her disappearances, and also dissolve the 
glamour of romance which hung in red halos 
about the blonde head of Miss Kate Wilson. 


Determined to Arrest Some One, 


Peter Johnson, who said Sadie Goff had 
robbed him of $80, went along to identify’ 
the woman. At the house, No. 450 State 
street, where Sadic had last lived, no trace 
of her could be found. But the detectives 
declared they had come after Sadie, and 
Sadie they would have or they would arrest 
every one in the house. Finally one of the 
women said: ‘* She is up-stairs.’’ 

Detective Woolridge and his partner hur- 
ried up the steps and into a room pointed 
out tothem. A young womar with a wig of 
the warm auburn hue of an Italian sunset 
sat coyly in a chair and frowned when the 
detectives rushed so rudely into her pres- 
ence. She frowned a frown that congealed 
the atmosphere in spite of the warm shading 
of her front hair. 

“How dare you?” 
“ Don’t you know me?” 

Said the detectives: ‘“‘ You and your pink 
hair and your large hat and your smile must 
go with us to the station and explain how 
you happen always to be’around whenever 
we are looking for Sadie Goff.” 

Miss Wilson, for it was she, shed a few 
tears and then rrepared to go to the sta- 
tion, while Detective Schubert telephoned 
the station for the patrol wagon to cail at 
No. 450 State street. 

In the meantime Detective Woolridge 
caught up a tiny ringlet that hung from Miss 
Wilson’s head, and, giving it a jerk, re- 
moved a wig and revealed the black, curly 
tresses of Sadie Goff. A search revealed 
grease paints and the rest of the parapher- 
nalia of the late Miss Kate Wilson and they 
were taken away in the wagon’ along with 
Sadie Goff to the station.

OWS AND ORPHANS HANGS FIRE, 


President of the Institution Secludes 
Herself on the Day When the Port- 
als Are Scheduled to Swing Open, 
and the Public Learns That She Is 
lil and “ Cross "Civic Federation, 
It Is Understood, Will Let the En- 

‘terprise Severely Alone. 


Mrs. Ada M. Simpson, President of the 
Official Widows’ and Orphans’ Home, has 
been taken ill suddenly and the “ official” 
opening of the home, which was set for 
today, has been postponed indefinitely, 

Mrs, Simpson already has taken up her 
abode in the old Niagara Building in Jackson 
street, which it was intended to convert into 
the home. Last night a burly colored man 
stood guard at the front door of the Niagara 
and announced that he had received orders 
from Mrs. Simpson to let nobody in. The 
man first said Mrs. Simpson had gone out, 
but afterward acknowledged that Mrs. Simp- 
son was in, but too “ cross "’ to see anybody. 

Mrs. Simpson’s little daughter, who oc- 
cupies a room in the building with her 
mother; also said her mother was ill and 
“ cross "’ and did not wish to see any one. 

One reason for the postponement of the 
opening of the home, as given yesterday, was 
the inability to get the building in readiness. 
All persons holding tickets, it was stated, 
could mail them to the home and would re- 
ceive the cash paid if the numbers corre- 
sponded, or they could retain the tickets till 
the opening of the home, whenever that 
might be. 

Nothing was said last night about the pro- 
posed conference tomorrow morning between 
the managers of the home and the Civic Fed- 
eration, which has been asked to chaperone 
thecharity. It was said last night that noth- 
ing at all would be done until Mrs. Simpson 
recovered from her illness. 

Whether the conference is held or not, it 
is said the Civic Federation will now have 
nothing to do with the home, As was stated 
in Tue TRIBUNE this morning, a number of 
the references which had been exhibited by 
the managers of the proposed home practic- 
ally had been repudiated by the persons who 
were alleged to have given them, and some 
of the names that appeared on the subscrip- 
tion book were unauthorized. 

The Civic Federation, it is understood, looks 
upon the charity as entirely impracticable, 
and is inclined to question the methods that 
have been used to collect funds for the insti- 
tution. Officers of the federation regard it 
as impossible, on the plans outlined, to oper- 
ate a charity whose objects are to provide a 
home for so large a class as the widows and 
orphans of the city.
